MAKE THINGS LIVELY IN A LAW OFFICE 


W. M. Copeland Shoots His Brother- 


in-Law 
and a 
Bystander—The 


Cause ot the Shooting as Told 


by Copeland—An Old Feud. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 18.— Ex- 


Attorney-General Miller's law office in 
this city, over which appears the sign: 
"Miller, Winter & Elam, attorneys," 
was the scene at high noon yesterday 
of a most sensational shooting affray, 
in which Addison. C. Harris, a promi- 
nent lawyer of this city, and Wm. H. 
liruninpr, of New York, were wounded, 
while Mr. Miller miraculously escaped. 


The cause of the shooting, it is said, 


was a feud which .has existed since 
1885 between W. M. Copeland, of Madi- 
son, Ind., 
and 
Win. Bruning, his 


brother-in-law, and had its birth a 
dozen years ago when Copeland'began 
paying court to Mr. Bruning's sister. 
The liruning family was opposed to 
the marriage of their daughter to 
Copeland; but in 1S85, while the latter 
ivas a member of the legislature, he 
and the .young woman arranged to 
marry against the will of the parents. 
Miss liruning went west, but the fam- 
ily was acquainted with her intent and 
prevailed upon her to return home, 
later giving a reluctant consent to the 
marriage. 


Copeland and his wife; took up their 


abode with the latter1** parents, where 
they resided until thu mother died. 


Between the husband and brother 


there was, however, a bitter hatred, 
and when the elder Hruning died Cope- 
land's wife brought suit to set aside 
the will. There followed a short time 
after another suit against Bruning by 
Mrs. Copeland to set aside a convey- 
ance of property alleged to have been 
made by her to her brother under 
threats to take Copeland's life if she 
refused. 


These suits were filed in Madison, 


but as Bruning is now living in New 
York they were removed to the federp.1 
court on petition of the defendant. 
Depositions in the case were taken in 
[ndiauapolis 
yesterday. 
Court ad- 


journed at noon. Shortly after Cope- 
iand approached 
Attorney 
Harris, 


who is employed by him, and said that 
he understood that the depositions 
would not be taken, as .the parties 
were not ready. 
Harris suggested that 


they go over to office of Miller, Winter 
& Elam and see them about it, that 
firm having been employed by Bruning. 


As they entered the office Harris re- 


cognized Bruning and advanced to 
shake hands with him. At the same 
moment Copeland saw limning:, and 
quick as a flash he drew a revolver and 
commenced firing at Bruning. The 
latter arose as the first shot was fired, 
and evidently attempted to defend 
himself, but Copeland followed up his 
flre with two more shots before any- 
one could recover from their astonish- 
ment and interfere. 


It was found a moment later that 


two shots had taken effect in Bruning, 
one breaking his jaw and the other 
lodged in his arm. As the third shot 
was fired, Attorney Harris grabbed 
Copeland and attempted to hold his 
arm. J ust at this instant another shot 
was fired and Mr, Harris' arm fell by 
his side, its bone being broken by the 
shot. 


Ex-Attorney-General Miller was |n 


the private room, and appeared a sec- 
ond later and attempted to hold Cope- 
land, but the latter struggled desper- 
ately and throwing the ex-attorney- 
general from him, followed Bruning 
into the front room of the office, firing 
as he went. 


Police Stipt. Powell, who was pass- 


ing on the street, heard the firing and 
entered the room. With "the assist- 
ance of five other men Copeland was 
thrown to the floor and placed under 
arrest. Bruning ran at once from the 
office and went to a doctor's office. 
In 


the melee Copeland received a severe 
cut upon the head, but was not other- 
wise seriously injured. 


When Miller and Winters emerged 


from the struggle both were covered 
with blood from the wounds on Cope- 
land's head. 


When seen at the police station 


Copeland was greatly excited, and ex- 
pressed regret that Attorney Harris 
had been hurt. When asked regard- 
ing the cause of the trouble he said: 


"On September 33, 1885, I married 


Bruning's sister. 
Before our mar- 


riage 
she 
was 
on 
a 
visit 
to 


conic relatives at Monnt Pleasant, 
la. Bruning, on 
learning 
that I 


was 
to 
marry 
his 
sister, 
went 


to Iowa and forced her to deed a piece 
of property in Evansvilli He told her 
that if she refused to sign tne deed to 
the property before she married me, 
she would be a widow in a very few 
days after we we're married. 
With 


his hands held up he swore he would 
make her a widow. She asked him if 
he intended to kill me. He said he did 
unless she made the deed, so she made 
it. I knew nothing about the transac- 
tion until after my wife came from 
New York in February, 1889, when 
my 
mother-in-law 
died. 
Bruning 


completely robbed my wife by having 
his father, who is 83 fears old, almost 
blind, deaf, and entirely incompetent, 
make a will, disinheriting my wife. 
Five days after the funeral of my 
mother-in-law, Brnnlngr had his fa- 


ther enter a dissolution of partnership 
of the firm of J. H. Bruning & Son. 
He also had his father make a deed 
giving him all the partnership inter- 
est. 
Everything was kept from my 


wife. I called to see Mr. Harris 
and waited until he came from the 
court room. He took me across the 
street to the office of some one. I 
know we went up a stairway and 
walked into a room. All I remember 
is that I saw that villian seated in a 
corner. I did not know he was in 
town or have any idea of meeting him. 
He seemed to rise right np before me. 
I do not remember what was done or 
who was in the room. I could see no 
one except him. I know a lot of men 
pushed me into a corner and hurt me. 
The amount involved in the cases is 
about $50,000 in real estate and from 
$75,000 to 8100,000 in the partnership 
matters." 


Copeland was a member of the legis- 


lature ic 1883 and 1885, and has an ex- 
tensive acquaintance in this city. A 
spring-back dirk knife with, an eight- 
inch blade was taken from his pocket 
at the jail. The revolver is of large 
caliber, of the hammerless pattern. It 
was stained with blood. Only one of 
the six chambers was filled, showing 
that five shots had been fired.

WASHINGTON, April 17.—The unanimous con- 


Bent under wnlch the senate bag been confid- 
ing the taalff bill for the last week was re- 
newed to-day and It Is to continue till 6 p. m. 
on Tuesday of next week. Then one demo- 
cratic senator is to have the floor for a couple 
of hours to close "general debate." after which 
the consideration of the bill by paragraph Is to 
begin. As was explained In the course of 
discussion, this 
agreement does not pre- 


clude senators from making speeches that 
will cover the whole bill Besides that, a spe- 
cial reservation was Insisted on by Mr Hill to 
proceed to the consideration of the free list 
section before rates are fixed on dutiable arti- 
cles. The hill Itself was not taken up until 
near 3 o'clock, and then speeches were made 
on It by two democratic senators, Messrs Mc- 
Laurin and Smith. 


Notice of an amendment to the tariff bill 


•was given by Senator Lodge, In line with his 
recent remarks on the resolution as to the 
coinage of Mexican standard dollars It pro- 
poses. In reference to all articles the product 
of Great Britain or any of her colonies to 
double the ratei of duty provided In the bill 
and where those articles are on the free list to 
impose a duty of 36 per cent ad valorem and to
